Bill - A small point should be added to your comments on balanced feeders: 


"For most installations, the feedline impedance of balanced line is not 
important. You rely on the low-loss characteristics of the feedline 
itself to not become too lossy when carrying other load impedances." 


The attenuation of feedline, both coax and blanced feeders, varies inversely 
as a function of the feedline impedance. So, all other things being equal, 
600 Ohm open wire feeders will have lower loss than 450 Ohm feedline, which 
will have lower loss than the 300 Ohm feed line. The difference will not be 
large in most amateur use though. 


But, if you go down to 70 Ohm balanced feeders, there is no advantage over 
70 Ohm coax. It is the high impedance of our commonly used balanced feeders 
that result in the low loss and the perceived advantage over coax, not 
simply the fact that they are balanced feeders.

Boy that sure doesn't sound right. I know I can get different types of 50 ohm 
coax (RG8foam, RG8PE, RG58, RG174 etc.) that have widely varying losses so in 
that case loss in not inverserly proportional to characteristic impendence. 

How about comparing 300 ohm TV twin lead to RG8, or 12 gage 300 ohm open ladder 
line to RG174? Although both may an impedance ration of 6:1 they will have 
widely different loss ratios. 


I guess it depends on what you mean by saying "all other things being equal ". 
How do you keep all things equal when comparing coax to ladder line? 


Isn't the major reason that open ladder line had such a low loss was that it had 
no dielectric losses? With no dielectric the only loss should be IR losses 
which would depend on wire gauge. You can make 400 ohm open ladder line with 
any gauge and, hence any loss, you want.

First, really define how you'd use the radio and what you need. 
It really comes down to two radios, in my mind. 
The K2 and the FT-817. 


If you want a ‘transportable HF' rig to take in and set up, then the K2 
is going to be the standout. 


However, if you want a rig that is easy to use WHILE you are on the 
move, then the 817 is the way to go. 


You'll sacrifice some HF performance if you choose the 817, but it's 
by no means bad, it's just not the standout the K2 is. You'll also 
more than likely sacrifice some battery life. But, if you'll have at 
least some partial recharge capability, then that may not be as big 
an issue as it appears. 


If you want coverage BEYOND HF, such as FM VHF, then the 817 

is the choice, unless you're willing to carry another rig (like an HT) 
for that. However, in an emergency situation, you probably don't want 
to have a ‘single rig' do all at a 'set up' site. 


Bottom line, to me, is the use. The 817 offers acceptable performance 
for HF and a lot of VHF/UHF that you won't have in a consolidated 

rig with the K2. It's also usable ‘on the go'. On the other hand, if 
you 

are looking at the rig to ‘set up' and use on HF somewhere, then a 

K2 with internal battery and ATU is probably the ultimate.

Somebody must of read my mind. I hope everyone renewed for the NJ QRP 
Homebrewer because this is a great issue. One of the projects was the 
K8IQY "islander" Audio Amp. I was in need of practice with my 
Manhatten-style building while waiting for parts to start the 2n2/40 
group build. I also have been wanting to get an amplified speaker for my 
SW40+ for when I did not want to wear headphones. This Amp was just what 
I needed and I found that I had all the parts in my very small (but 
growing) junkbox. I have built several small projects using pads and 
superglue and each time I try to make it look better. I did do a nice 
job on the amp but can still see where I could improve, anyway it worked 
very well but my small 2-1\4" speaker just laid on the desk driving sound 
straight up and the thought of putting this project in an enclosure was 


as they say "no way can do." I decided to place my small speaker 
directly over the audio transformer held in place with two supports 
1-1\8" wide and 1-7\8" tall made from copper clad board and soldered to 
the base. Starting at the top front corner and measuring back about 3/4 
of an inch and placing a small mark then from the same front corner 
measure down 3/4 of an inch and make a mark. This will give you a 45 
degree angle when with tin snips you make a cut from mark to mark. I 
used Epoxy to glue the small speakers metal frame to the copper clad on 
this angle. Now the speaker points toward my face when resting on my 
desk. I like to take my radios out in the backyard when the Texas heat 
will let me, so that meant I needed to add a 9V battery clip to the base 
rather than having it dangle around the side, so I made my base long 
enough to place the clip at the front of the project I liked this 
project so well that I placed an order for the new kit and pad cutter. 
This will give me a chance to try another method of Manhattan by cutting 
a small circle (with middle remaining) out of the layer of copper leaving 
a small pad level with the main board so that you can use surface mount 
components. 

I want to say Thanks! to Jim Kortge, Paul Harden for his Great Artwork, 
and George Heron and the NJ QRP CLUB. 


Now I need to try building one of the many more projects that are in this 
issue.

Ladies and Gentlemen. 


I am going to erect a set of nested dipoles for the 14,18,21,24, 28 and 29 
Mhz bands at my QTH. As I only operate QRP I need to ensure that the antenna 
is as efficient as it can be. It will be about 1/2 wavelength high at 20 
meters. I'll feed it with 50 ohm co-axial cable and prune each dipole to 
resonance. 


I have looked through the literature and the jury still seems to be out so 
I am looking for your advice. My ARRL handbook says it is not worth the 
bother. Other references say it is essential. So, do I need the balun? If I 
do can anyone point me to a verified working design. Has anyone used the 
design in W2FMIs book? (10 bifilar turns on a 1.25 OD ferrite toroid with a 
permeability of 40) Alas all I have are some FT37-43 and FT37-61 toroids 
which are much smaller and I do not know what their permeability is. 


If I construct the balun how do I test the performance before putting it 
into use? I can lay my hands on an MFJ Antenna Analyser. On air tests would 
be a real pain as raising and lowering the dipoles will be difficult.

Wow. That's a lot of dipoles pretty closely spaced in frequency. My guess is 
they will interact so tuning could get dicey. The usual advice is to start with 
the longest one and work you way toward the shorter ones. I have the classic 
40/20/10 meter combo and successfully operate QRP on 40,30,20,17,15,12 and 10 
using a tuner. SWR gets kind of high on 30, 17 and 12 but I use RG8 and the 
worst calculated loss on 12 meters and is under 2 dB . 


>From what I understand, baluns make everything nice and tidy engineering wise 


but have little practical effect in feeding resonant dipoles, particularly if 
the feedline run is at right angle to the dipole. You might use simple coiled 
coax choke balun or bead balun if it makes you feel better. I have a bead balun 
and it makes me feel better except for not being able to end feed my coax and 
antenna on 80m. I'm planning on taking it off next time I work on the antenna 
and see what happens.

Actually it was extremely useful! After a little reflection I can now look at 
the cable attenuation chart in the ARRL Antenna Book and it all makes sense. 

All transmission line curves exhibit the same positive slope due to the skin 
effect. Some have slightly greater slopes because of additional dielectric 
loss. The 1 MHz intercept is determined principally by the wire size and 
transmission line impedance. Foam RG8 has about 30% less loss (in dB) than 
solid PE RG8 but much of the difference is due to the fact that the solid PE RG8& 
requires a smaller center conductor to achieve the same characteristic 
impedance. 


All this is for matched lines. I'm wondering, and I guess I could figure it out 
with some study, but ... if I use 400 ohm 10 gauge ladder line to feed a 
resonant 50 ohm antenna would the loss due to the increased SWR (8:1) exactly 
cancel the impedance advantage compared to using RG8?

Mark J. Dulcey wrote: 


> There are situations where HF radios are needed, but 
> they're not likely to happen in urban areas; more likely 
> scenarios would include wilderness rescues and forest fires. 


Well stated, Mark. The situation you described is one where HF SSB is 
about the ONLY reliable radio system to use. In many places in the 
Arkansas Ozarks where I spend a lot of time, there's no cell phone 
coverage nor ham repeater coverage. Even VHF/UHF public service 
repeater coverage can be non-existent under normal conditions. 
Shortwave is the only way a signal will get out. 


> Radios in the 20 watt class, such as the SGC 2020, have been 
> successfully used for this sort of operation. 


Unless one insists on long-distance "manpack" capability, it seems to me 
that a 100-watt class mobile rig (TS-50, DX-70, FT-100, IC-706. or even 

TS-430/440 size) would provide the best set of features and flexibility 

for the cost expended. 


When using any set on battery power, one needs be mindful that most HF 
rigs are spec'd for 13.8 vde +/- 15% supply voltage. Thus the low 
voltage spec is reached at 11.73 volts, a value that can quickly be 
reached even when using a heavy deep-discharge battery and short, heavy 
dc power cables to the rig. In particular, some rigs begin to have 
problems with reliable bandswitching relay and control relay operation 
if applied voltage approaches 11 volts (like the TS-430). The battery 
may still have quite a bit of useful capacity left, but when the radio 
gets flakey from low voltage the effective capacity is greatly reduced. 
Emergency-use battery operations demands choosing the highest capacity 
deep discharge unit that you can accomodate in your emergency kit. (I 
use 210 amp-hour units, one always kept in the truck, the other in the 
house. They are charged monthly when not otherwise in use. I also have 
a light Honda generator with 12 vde battery charging output for use with 
these batteries in the field should recharge become necessary.) 


On the other hand, relatively small and light-weight 34 amp-hour deep 
discharge batteries are sold everywhere for about $35 (less than a new 
HT battery pack) and these can be used for short periods of operation 
even where you may need to carry the gear some distance. 


To me, there is a great sense of satisfaction in communicating reliably 
point-to-point out in a wilderness with no man-made infrastructure 
(repeaters, satellites, phone lines, computers) required between 
stations. That is also the core of genuine emergency communications 
capability.

Even in urban and suburban areas, often communications is needed to the 
state EC and/or NWS. In highly populated areas like the coasts where you 
may have repeater links all the way, 2 meters would be preferred. But here 
in the middle reliable VHF links across the state just aren't in place, or 
if they are, tend to be only one, and thus a bottleneck or potential single 
failure point. In these situations you are forced to HF. 


NVIS (near vertical incidence skywave) is the preferred 
mode of operation, and the likely bands for operation are 
80 and 40 meters, and the proposed 60 meter band if we 
get it. 


VVV NV 


You're right about it being typically NVIS, but keep in mind you can't call 
the propagation ahead of time. It's pretty much gonna be 75 meters and odds 
are, it's going to be daytime. Chances are the noise level and absorption 
are going to be high. Realistically, if you want any sort of reliability at 
all, you will relay over VHF to a fixed station with a gasoline generator, a 
kilowatt, and a decent antenna. 


Now, if there was no planning, if the local EC had given no thought to the 
situation, they maybe a 2020 is the best you can do. But I would hate to 
have somebody's life depend on my ability to make a 75 phone contact with 20 
watts and a makeshift antenna in the middle of summer. Better to have 
someone with an HT stationed on a hilltop every 10 miles or so and relay the 
traffic out to someone who can make the path to incident command or has a 
working landline. 


And heck, get a 2800H or something similar so you can put a repeater in your 
car. That way, even if you're alone, you can extend your HT out to 25 or 30 
miles, more if you're careful about where you park. And these days, it's 
pretty hard to picture a location where you can't get to SOME repeater from 
your car, and get out 50 to 100 miles from that repeater. 


Keep in mind, too, that a lot of fixed stations or semi-fixed stations are 
needed in almost any sort of incident. Right here in river city we use 
packet quite a bit for some kinds of incidents, and the county has funded a 
packet repeater complete with generators and the whole shot. We also have a 
packet station in the county emergency vehicle, so many times we have packet 
on the scene. Of course, in many counties, packet would be close to 
useless. You really need to understand what your county or city plan is.

I will not burst any of your bubbles. I have actually worked 
communications during the Malibu Fire back in 1993. Our club was the 
support for the Santa Monica Red Cross. We provided coordinating 
communication and also accompanied Red Cross workers on their rounds. 
At no time were we ever placed in charge of any communications. It is 
unlikely that amateurs would ever be responsible for communications in 
an emergency, except for the first few minutes! 


At no time was HF operation ever considered. While the emergency was 
definitely a local operation, the Red Cross personnel had ample cell 
phones to contact outlying activities fro health and welfare traffic. 
With few exceptions the only reason we were allowed to participate was 
because of our close affiliation with the Red Cross. Many activities 
don't even want amateurs involved. 


An exception might be Hurricane nets, There QRO radios are definitely 
the order of the day!

When I saw Karl's signature, I realized I was making an assumption that in 
many cases won't hold. That is, that the state government, NWS, or other 
statewide agencies you may need to contact are just out of repeater range 

i.e. about 50-100 miles away. While QSO's of that distance happen on 
40, they are not all that common, and you certainly can't count on them. 
Heck, my fox hunt experience indicates that 100-150 miles is still pretty 
short. On the other hand, given enough power, you can do them on 75 pretty 
much any time. 


But if you're in Texas, as Karl is, that's obviously a bad assumption! If 

the state capital were 300 miles away, I'd probably prefer 40, even though 

I'd be a little more subject to the vagaries of the propagation gods. Most 
of the time it would be an easier path. 


Your latitude also makes a difference. Here on the tundra, I suspect 40 is 
short a lot less of the time than it is down there in the tropics. On the 
other hand, 75 is probably a little quieter. 


As far as 35mw With 3 foot whips, well .... The absorption and noise 
doesn't make the inverse square law go away, and even an NVIS path to the 
ionosphere is a bunch further away than the horizon. But clearly, for line 
of sight communications, VHF is a pile more effective, which is why we use 
it. 


I do agree that only one band is probably a bad plan. Since you can't know 
the propagation ahead of time, the more diversity the better. 


Also keep in mind this isn't a QRP thing. I would also "never" try a 
daytime 75 meter Q unless I absolutely had to, but if I HAD to, I wouldn't 
be fiddling with 5 watts. But short of a total HF blackout situation, the 
times you can't make a short path on 75 are the same times that path on 40 
will be miserable (but probably doable with power). On those days, 20 might 
not be such a bad plan for a short hop. 


Of course, more than anything else, it depends on what's running on the 
other end. Won't do you much good to call the SEC on 75 if he's listening 
on 40. 


And please don't accuse me of being an 80 meter bigot. I really despise the 
band. I do try the MI QRP net from time to time, and perhaps once a year or 
so I'll jump onto a 75 meter net to drag a local over to the repeater, but 
my preferences tend toward 20, then 40. After all, the higher the 
frequency, the less power matters. (Confession - Tuesday night I even 
plugged my microphone in just in case I heard some MI bound traffic from the 
east coast 40 meter phone nets. I didn't actually talk into it, tho! And I 
even harbored impure thoughts about turning up the power.) But you do need 
to match the band to the problem.

This is very much a county by county thing. It depends a lot on your 
statewide ARES and/or RACES organization, your local EC and your city/county 
emergency services director. 


Here in Michigan, we have a pretty good statewide RACES organization and we 
have an excellent EC in our county, along with a very aggressive and 
forward-looking county emergency services director. 


When there is any sort of incident the amateurs immediately get rolled out. 
We have both voice and packet stations at the local law enforcement center, 
the county courthouse (which is across the city from the LEC) and in the 
county's emergency van. The county has funded a packet repeater at the 
local hospital, which provides not only a good repeater site (It's probably 
the tallest building in the city) but includes emergency power. The county 
is also asking the RACES organization to consider some other communications 
projects, which the county would fund. 


In some emergency situations, law enforcement has routed critical messages 
over amateur circuits in preference to available "professional" circuits 
because they are more confident of timely, accurate delivery over the 
amateur circuits. Obviously, this hasn't happened overnight, and we were 
involved in many incidents before this started. But for a number of years 
now, whenever there is a problem, amateurs have been working shoulder to 
shoulder with dispatchers at the LEC, county officials at the courthouse, 
and officers on the scene, and have provided dozens of eyes and ears out 
across the county, all trained in emergency management through FEMA and 
most Skywarn certified. 


In planning for an upcoming, multi-county emergency simulation, we are 
finding that we probably cannot come up with enough amateurs to meet the 
requests of the various emergency response agencies. We will be partnering 
with REACT (yup the CB group) to fill the void. We are being asked only for 
communications help. We do see a need for a number of unlicensed folks to 
support the amateurs (logging, tracking station locations, running messages, 


etc.), but basically we are being asked for about 20% more operators than we 
can find! The simulation is obviously larger than any real event we've 
seen, but it is quite realistic. 


So no, amateurs aren't always shut out from the communications needs, but 
without an organization in place, with plans and protocols, there isn't 
really a lot we can offer, since the emergency response folks wouldn't know 
how to get us, and wouldn't be able to count on us.

>which would depend on wire gauge. You can make 400 ohm open ladder line with 
>any gauge and, hence any loss, you want. 


Most of the losses in either type of feedline are resistive in nature. 
The dielectric losses are secondary (but, I believe they increase with 
increasing frequency). 


The ARRL handbook has an excellent section with a graph showing feedline 
losses, as well as equations for computing the additional loss at given 
SWR due to reflections. If you look at the graph, you find that 1/2" or 
1" window line has less loss than ANY listed coax, including 7/8" 
hardline, and open wire line has less loss that that. 


Granted, these are losses with matched transmission lines. However, since 
open wire starts off so far ahead of coax, it is often the case that it 
maintains less loss even in the presence of reflections. 


You can certainly construct cases where coax will demonstrate less loss 
than an open wire feedline, for a given impedance. But where the 
impedances are unknown (as in a multi-band tuned antenna system), or 
close to the feedline impendance, open wire is an excellent choice.

If you consider 25 pounds "light-weight", that is! Add the weight 
of the radio and antenna, and you've got quite a load to carry.

Something in the 20 
watt class, plus a more modest battery pack, would be more 
appropriate. Depending on propagation, it might work better for 
the foot stations to carry in VHF gear, and have a base station 
on a high point somewhere nearby to relay.

Santa Monica is one of those densely populated coastal areas that 
someone mentioned in another post. (So is Boston, where I live.) 
There is a lot of communications infrastructure in place already 
in places like that: cell phone towers, public service agency 
reeaters, and so on, as well as amateur repeaters; HF just isn't 
going to have a role there under any likely circumstances. (For 
instance, somebody mentioned the use of HF to reach the SEC. But 
one repeater can reach just about everywhere in the EMA section; 
you're not going to need HF for that.) And amateurs aren't likely 


to be placed in charge of Red Cross communications - unless, of 
course, the Red Cross repeater fails. If that ever should happen, 
we should be ready. 


But there are places a lot more isolated than Santa Monica or 
Boston - places where none of those cell towers or repeaters 
exist, or are even within range of any modest station. Those are 
the places where HF could possibly have a role to play. I still 
believe that QRP operators, who already are likely to own 
field-ready equipment and batteries, should think about how they 
could serve if the time ever came. (People with cars and 
higher-power radios should think about how to use those as well.) 
And when there is no emergency, the equipment will also serve 
nicely for operating events such as this weekend's QRP Afield.

According to the ARRL handbook: 


at 14 MHz, Window line has a matched loss of .1 dB per 100 feet. 

Working the equation, the 8:1 SWR will cause an additional loss of about 
.39 dB due to the reflections. 

This totals .49 dB loss. 


This is still better than any 1/2" flexible coax. (RG-8, RG-213, etc). 
It's even better than Belden 9913. 


However, a 1/2" hardline will beat it with a loss of only 0.3 dB in the 
matched condition.
